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9,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  not  to  exceed  $200.00  for  materials  to  be  used  in 
the  construction  of  an  Observation  Post. 

10,  To  see  if  the  town  will  give  the  Selectmen  authority 
to  purchase  sand  and  gravel  banks.  Payments  for  same  to 
be  made  from  General  Highway  Expense  account. 

11,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  give  the  Selectmen  authority 
to  purchase  a  power  shovel  for  Highway  use,  cost  not  to 
exceed  $5,800.00  to  be  amortized  over  a  period  of  5  years 
and  annual  payment  to  come  out  of  Highway  appropriation. 

12,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  from  the  late  Kate  J. 
B.  Woods  the  sum  of  $50.00  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
Jane  Bates  lot  and  also  $100.00  for  Moses  C.  and  Martha  E.

$2,500.00  per  year  for  a  Road  Agent.  Money  for  the  same 
to  be  obtained  from  Road  Maintenance  appropriation. 

14,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  put  a  street  light  on 
old  Sutton  Road  between  the  residences  of  Howard  Milner 
and  Raymond  Peaslee. 

15,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,500.00  foi  the  painting  of  Town  Hall. 

16,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  to  bridge 
maintenance  $1,000.00  appropriated  in  1947  as  part  payment 
for  replacement  of  Center  Road  covered  bridge  but  not  used 
for  that  purpose,  and  carried  in  our  financial  report  as  a 
liability.

ONE MUST:- 

1,  Secure  a  written  permit  to  burn  in  or  near  woodlands 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 

2,  Use  good  judgment  in  burning  and  have  enough  equip, 
ment  and  assistance  to  keep  fire  under  control  at  all  times. 

3,  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands  and  re- 
frain from  throwing  lighted  material  from  automobiles. 

4,  Make  certain  that  all  equipment  used  in  the  woods  is 
is  in  good  condition 

His  success  depends  entirly  upon  public  reaction  to  his 
app-eals.  He  does  his  part  -  the  rest  depends  upon  YOU  and 
YOUR  compliance  with  burning  requirements 
YOUR  care  with  YOUR  fires  and  YOUR  smoking  and 
YOUR  care  of  motive  equipment  you  use  in  the  woods. 
It  all  aids,  materially,  in  reaching  the  desired  goal,  the 
PREVENTION  OF  FOREST  FIRES  -

You  will  recall  1  wrote  in  my  last  annual  report  that 
when  the  present  State  Aid  formula  was  changed,  Bradford 
should  expect  a  seiious  cut  in  the  financial  aid  they  would 
get  from  the  state.  This  did  not  mean  that  I  was  opposed  to 
Bradford  getting  this  amount  of  State  Aid.  I  merely  felt  that 
it  would  not  been  honest  to  let  the  tax  payers  assume  that 
they  were  going  to  continue  to  get  something  which  I  was 
sure  they  would  not  get  under  the  new  formula. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  now  presented  their 
new  formula  to  the  members  of  the  1951  General  Court. 
In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  proposed  amount  of  aid  is  in- 
creased by  about  a  million  dollars,  Bradford  will  get  no 
State  Aid.  What  the  General  Court  does  with  this  new  pro- 
posal is  difficult  to  predict.  Perhaps  by  the  time  this  report 
is  in  your  hands,  we  will  all  have  a  better  idea  of  what  is  go- 
ing to  happen. 

Last  spring  it  looked  as  though  prices  and  teacher  supply 
was  leveling  off.  However,  since  the  Korean  Operation, 
things  have  been  getting  worse,  Supply  prices  have  gone 
up  and  it  looks  as  though  they  would  continue.  Teachers 
are  being  drafted  and  most  young  men  who  will  be  graduat- 
ed in  June  will  enter  the  armed  forces.  Many  young  people 
will  be  going  into  the  defense  plants  attracted  by  the  high 
wages.  All  this  will  naturally  affect  the  supply  of  teachers 
and  school  budgets. 

Things  have  been  going  very  well  at  school  this  year, 
and  Bradford  has  been  very  fortunate  in  having  their  pre- 
sent staff  of  teachers.  The  School  Board,  however,  have 
had  a  difficult  time  with  several  unusual  transportation 
problems,  along  with  a  crowded  condition  in  the  middle 
grades  room.  I  believe  the  Board  has  acted  wisely  and  in- 
telligently in  solving  their  problems. 

I  enjoy  working  in  Bradford,  very  much,  and  appreciate 
the  friendly  cooperation  of  the  School  Board,  teachers  and 
people  of  Bradford.
